At the Versailles peace conference Germany offered to settle 


with the Allies for $24,000,000,000. Two years ago she of- 
fered'to settle for $12,500,000,000. Now she offers to settle 
for $7,300,000,000. At this rate, in another few- years Ger- 
many will owe the Allies nothing at all. Possibly her delay is 
based on that expectation. 


It is only fair to say that the Allies' demands, too, have 


.grown less and less, as they have seen the impossibility of 
Germany paying anything like the sums desired, in time to be 
of any benefit to the generation'that fought the war. It is pos- 
sible that the Allies—and that means mainly France—might 
be satisfied now with Germany's offer of 1921, or about half 
of the Versailles offer. 


The whole thing is complicated by an endless dispute as to i day, an can 


The Reparation Com- 
mission has computed the payments made up to one year ago 
at $1,375,000,000, and some goods and money have been de- 
livered since that time. The German government maintains 
that it has paid the enormous sum of $20,000,000,000.

Against Private Firearms. 


Police usually know what they are talking about. Their 


specialty is crime, and they are authorities on the immediate 
causes of crime, Thejittention of a country suffering from a 
prolonged crime wave should be directed, then, to the unani- 
mous resolution of the international police conference, asking 
the governments in the 27 countries represented to stop the 
traffic in revolvers and automatic pistols. 


It is these weapons, the police delegates declare, that are 


primarily responsible for the unusual volume of crime since 
the war. The criminal spirit may exist as, the original cause; 
but without powerful weapons, ready at hand, easily obtained 
and easily concealed/the spirit would not be so likely to find 
expression. 


Not only does the presence of such weapons encourage 


crime. It is also a prolific cause of accident, as thousands of 
American homes can attest. 
. 


Domestic peace calls for the outlawing" of small arms just as 


surely as international peace calls for the outlawing of arma- 
ment. It would be a blessing if the manufacture of such con- 
cealable firearms could be brought under strict government 
supervision, and no person be allowed to obtain a "gun" with- 
out a convincing reason for needing one and a guarantee that 
he would be responsible for its use.
